Notes on the State College. 

The State College farm has suffered in 
common with a large portion of the farms 
in the State, from the peculiarities of the 
season. The spring was very wet, and as 
a considerable part of the farm isa clay 
joam and some of it not very well drained, 
it was very late in the season before it 
could be worked, and when the crops were 
put in some of it was not in good condi- 
tion. Then the drouth later in the season, 
badly injured the crops on the lighter soils, 
so that with the exception of hay, all crops 
were light. Of hay, there was harvested 
acrop of 170 tons by weight, and it was 
secured in the best condition. It was also 
a very satisfactory yield for the acreage. 
The hay crop was supplemented by two 
acres of Hungarian grass which yielded 
five tons of nice fodder. 

Onions have sometimes borne a conspic- 
uous part in the tillage of this farm, but 
this year the crop is almost a total failure. 
‘They started well and looked finely in the 
early part of the season, but later the mag- 
gots attacked and nearly destroyed them. 
The yield was only about seventy-five 
bushels to the acre, Much of the farming 
has been done with a two-fold purpose, 
first with a view to making the farm oper- 
ations self-sustaining, and second as ex- 
periment. On 165 square rods, there were 
harvested 4 toms and 600 pounds by weight 
of dried oats and straw and the straw 
yielded 874g bushels of oats. They are of 
the Hogan variety. Barley yielded 29 bu- 
shels to the acre, a light crop, but the land 
was under water im the spring. One and 
one half acres were devoted to experimen- 
tal grains, two varieties of oats, two of 
wheat and a variety of hulless barley be- 
ing tried. Full details of the results of 
these experiments will be given in the 
annual reports. / 

The potato crep was in the main light, 
being injured by the flooded land in the 
spring, and by the summer drouth. The 
cost of Early Rose on this field was 89 cents 
per bushel. On the other hand, One acre 
of Beauty of Hebron paid a profit in ex- 
cess of cost of production, of $101.89. ‘They 
were harvested and sold as early potatoes, 
and the land was in fine condition. Five 
acres of beans were planted, but the crop 
was badly injured by the drouth and was 
only half of what might have been expect- 
ed in a favorable season, Two acres 
of the bean land were devoted to experi- 
ments with fertilizers, one involving the 
nitrogen question and the other that of phos- 
phoric acid. ‘These are to be reported upon, 

A large area has been laig down to grass 
this season, and the catch is very good. 
We found the affairs of the farm ina very 
satisfactory condition considering the fact 
that Mr. Gowell went there only last spring. 
However proper the management of his 
predecessor may have been, every new 
man has plans of his own which require a 
year or two'to develop so as to give re- 
sults. Next year’s operations will be a 
much better test of Mr. Gowell's proficien- 
cy than the present. Mr. Gowell and « wife 
have had large experience in butter dairy- 
ing and this is being made a specialty at 
the college farm. Seventeen cows are 
kept, ten of which were brought by Mr. 
Gowell trom his farm in Bowdoinham.

Shorthorns 
and their grades are also kept, and two 
very fine thoroughbred bulls lead their re- 
spective herds. The product of the dairy 
is of excellent quality and sells readily at 
35 cents per pound, a portion in the local 
markets, and the balance in Bangor and 
Boston. ‘There is a nice lot of swine, 
white Chester and their grades, ten sows 
being kept for breeding purposes. Ex- 
periments in feeding swine have been prac- 
ticed to some extent, the results of which 
will be made public in due time.

Winter Dairying. 

The constantly increasing demand for 
newly made butter, and the better price it 
bears, call the attention of the farmer 
more and more to the subject of winter dai- 
rying. The difference between the price of 
freshly churned prints and butter that has 
been packed down and kept over for sever- 
al weeks, more or less, varies from five to 
ten cents per pound, and sometimes even 
more than the larger sum we have men- 
tioned ; and the difference widens as the de- 
mand for the newly made article increases.

this cow is past reclaiming. or, in other 
words, never can be brought back to her 
full flow of milk at this season of the year. 
It matters not how good the food is, if we 
are feeding dry cows at this time of the 
year with green corn, after running dry for 
three months, as they should do, having 
this time for recuperation on grass, they 
are, as a rule, in good condition. Now the 
change is more gradual as the winter ap- 
proaches. The cow drops her calf any 
time from Nov. 1st to January Ist, in good 
condition and good heart. Now, the extra 
food she receives will enable her to con- 
tinue her flow of milk till spring. Begin- 
ning on $, she is in extra good plight, 
will once more to renew or increase 
her flow of milk, and thus continue until 
fy time, when she ought to be near dry. 

any arguments are advocated that it does 
not pay to feed cows extra in winter, as the 
milk will not balance the cost. This cow 
must be wintered, and the more cheaply it 
is done, the more dearly will she cheat her 
owner, and it matters notwhether she is dry. 
‘The extra food given to fall milked cows 
through the winter, pays in many ways. 
Cows are machines, and just as we run the 
machine we will be remunerated, You 
may, for example, look at the herds of 
cows that are run for winter milk, and the 
herds that are run for summer milk, and 
you invariably find the herd that. milks 
through the winter is in the best condition.

Feeding Value of Turnips. 

We have often expressed the idea that 
chemical analysis of turnips and other root 
crops, do not fully and fairly represent 
their feeding value for stock, and we think 
this is borne out by the experience of most 
farmers who have practiced root culture 


for feeding purposes. We have always rec- 
ognized the great value of laboratory work 





in the solution of the stock-feeding prob-| T° 


lem, but where this work is not corroborat- 


ed by practical results, we may fairly infer | Werr 


that the laboratory work is at fault. We 
know that the akilled chemist is able to tell 
us of what a turnip is composed, and the 
precise amount of each component part, 
but he cannot put these substances togeth- 
er and form aturnip. He will tell us just 
what proportion of water its juice contains 
and just what other substances are mixed 
with it, for he is able to seperate and weigh 
them; then let him put these substances 
together and add the water, but he has not 
reproduced the turnip juice; the compound 
will neither smell nor taste like turnip 
juice; vegetable juices can only be elabor- 
ated in nature’s great inimitable laboratory, 
and since the labratory work and actual 
feeding practice do not agree as to the 
value of roots for stock, we may fairly

The forty-third annual show and fair of 
Franklin Co. was a financial success. The

Park, Farmington. A cold wind prevailed 
in the forenoon, which seemed to forebode 
disaster, but the sturdy farmers braced up 
and were early on the ground, and soon the 
pens were all filled, and long strings of ox- 
en and steers were drawn up on the grounds. 
The show of oxen fell behind past years in 
numbers, partly in consequence of scarcity 
of large cattle, but chiefly for the failure of 
Jay, the banner town heretofore, for fine 
oxen, to drive out their stock.

Splendid traces of yellow and sweet corn 
and baskets of Rose and Beauty of Hebron 
potatoes. The ladies’ fair was very credit- 
able—some very nice specimens of the 
handiwork of the daughters of Franklin be- 
ing on exhibition, young misses scarcely in 
their teens competing with those of mature 
years and matrons of fourscore.

To prevent apples from being wormy, 
place iron kettles, old iron or tin pans, etc.. 
swabbed inside with tar which ought to be 
warm, ia the orchard, with a lighted torch 
over or in them in the evenings, when the 
trees are in bloom, and repeat it from time 
to time in the still, calm evenings. ‘The in- 
sects (millers) will fly into the blaze and 
fall into the tar and are caught; in the ab- 
sence of tar I have used water in tubs with 
a lighted toreh over them, but water is not 
as good as tar, for some will crawl out if 
not watched. Another way Is to place 
molasses hogsheads or barrels that have 
not been rinsed too clean in the orchard with 
the bungs open and up, with a few pails of 
water in them, will catch great numbers of 
insects in the course of the season. Fol- 
low this year after year and you will not 
be troubled with borers or wormy fruit. 
Torches can be made of rags dipped in tar, 
kerosene or pitch, wound and nailed to a 
stick, large enough to stick in the ground
